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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-6 are pending in the application, claims 5 and 6 are withdrawn from 
consideration. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1-4, in the reply filed on October 
6, 2005 is acknowledged. 

3. Claims 5 and 6 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on October 6, 2005. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Regarding claim 1, the phrase "such as" renders the claim indefinite because it is unclear 
whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See MPEP 
§ 2173.05(d). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kubota (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,168,851). 

Kubota discloses a disk-shaped (col. 3, line 7) object of synthetic thermoplastic material, 
such as thermoplastic adhesive (col 2, line 4\ for use as an intermediate between parts. The 
object has a contact surface that is rough where Rz is in a range from 40|x to lOOji, more 
specifically 55|i to 70n (col 8, line 48). The arithmetic mean rugosity Ra lines in the range from 
6ji to 25^, more specifically 10(i to 15jx (col 13 , lines 40-42).
